Election/Restrictions 
(request for clarification) 

Claims 9-20, and 35-46, drawn to a method, program and apparatus. 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species. Group I) encoding, decoding, and transmitting to a hosted electronic 
procurement system, Group II), encoding, decoding, and transmitting to a multiple 
executable procurement system; Group III) encoding, decoding and transmitting to a 
hosted executable procurement system. The species are independent or distinct 
because they have different modes of operation, different levels of scalability, and 
different levels of interconnectivity. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 9 and 35 are generic.
